SPARKS FROM MARK; 

The last aspect in the spirituality of the 
pastoral council deals with forgiveness and 
reconciliation. The church is called to be an 
instrument in bringing about the healing 
forgiveness, and reconciliation of its people. At 
the same time the church also seeks forgiveness 
and reconciliation for the hurt and wounds it has 
caused by its own actions. One has to look no 
further than the crisis the church is facing now 
with the sexual abuse by some its clergy and the 
inability some Bishops in dealing with the 
situation in an honest, up front and 
compassionate way, without continuing to put 
children at risk. 

There are other issues that can cause anger, 
hostility and conflict not only with the Universal 
Church, but within the diocese and parish too. It 
can be anything from the way the liturgy is being 
celebrated, the way the faith is taught, the way 
finances are being spend, the way the parish 
reaches out to others, to name a few. 

This past the week the pastoral council was 
working together on a vision and mission 
statement for our parish. We were given the 
task of coming up with a list of words that might 
capture the heart of the parish life at OLBH. One 
word that caught every ones ears was the word 
"emotional". We become emotional with our 
parish community because of the way we have 
made a commitment to it with our life; the 
offering of our time, talent and treasure, in 
building up the parish as the body of Christ. 

Parish life should call forth our emotions as we 
work at becoming the body of Christ and some 
times these emotions deal with anger, hostility 
and conflict. Bother Loughlan in his article 
shares the results of study that was done at the 
University of Notre Dame (Go Irish) on parish 
life. The study warns that the absence of conflict 
in parish life is usually a sign of rigor mortis 
rather than a community that i vibrant and 
spirit-filled. We as a parish must not be afraid of 
conflicts among us. We are a broad and ever 
growing parish community with a variety of 
experiences of faith and parish life. We are a 
community that has become emotional with the 
love of Christ and the church. 

The role of the pastoral council is to foster and 
to live this spirit of forgiveness reconciliation. The 
council is to be the pulse of parish life, always 
being aware of the many "emotions" that 
surround and become part of the fabric of our 
parish community. The council helps the parish 


community to nurture and develop a spirituality 
of forgiveness.
